ASK WRIT OF 
PROHIBITION 

Lawyers for W. T. Fitxpatrick 
Want Court of Appeals to 
Stop Trial Here.

Attorneys for W. T. Fitzpat- 
rick have filed in the Court of 
Appeals at Frankfort, a petition 
against Circut Judge Will A. 
Young seeking a writ of prohibi- 
tion to prevent the further trial 
of the inquiry into Mr .Fitzpat- 
rick's competency, in the Circuit 
Court. 

Awrit of prohibition is defined 
by the Kentucky Civil Code of 
Practice as an order from a 
superior court "to an inferior 
court of limited jurisdiction pro- 
hibiting it from proceeding in a 
matter out of its jurisdiction." 
Black's Law Dictionary defines it 
as "A writ issued by a superior 
court, direct to the judge and 
parties of a suit in an inferior 
court, commanding them to cease 
from the prosecution of the 
same, upon a suggestion that the 
cause originally, or some collater- 
al matter arising therein, does 
not belong to that jurisdiction, 
but to the cognizance of some 
other court." 

It is contended by his coun- 
sel that the trial of the case in 
the county was a final trial and 
that no appeal could legally be 
prosecuted to the Circuit Court. 

As soon as the required notice 
is served upon Judge Young the 
Court of Appeals will determine 
the question of jurisdiction. This 
is the only question, as we under- 
stand it, that will be considered 
by the higher court. 

The writ of prohibition is an 
extraordinary remedy and one 
that is seldom resorted to and the 
outcome will be watched with in- 
ter st here by lawyers and lay- 
men alike.

One of the most significant de- 
vclopnichts in the trend of polit- 
ical affairs in Kentucky in the 
last week, has been the almost 
utter collapse of the opposition 
to Governor Beckham in his fight 
for the Democratic nomination 
for United States Senator. 

As the summer advances, in- 
terest will increase in the Repub- 
lican race for the nomination. 
The interesting fact is that the 
interest in the Republican party's 
selection of a candidate begins at 
the very time that the Democrat- 
ic nomination becomes a foregone 
conclusion and therefore decid- 
edly lacking in interest. 

The nomination of Governor 
Beckham is assured by the com- 
plete failure of the friends of 
Governor McCreary to accom- 
plish two necessary strategic 
moves. The first move was to 
enlist the "courthouse crowd" in 
the various counties of the State 
under the McCreary banner. 
The second was to use these 
groups of busy politicians to de- 
velop sentiment for McCreary, as 
the most avai'able candidate in 
November. 

The first move was more or 
less successful. In many coun- 
ties, where there appeared to be 
a popular sentiment for Stanley 
or Beckham, the county officials 
with their organization talked 
learnedly of the defection which 
would follow the nomination of 
either of those candidates, and 
that "good old Mac" was the only 
man who could unite the party 
in November. 

The second move to bring the 
popular support around from 
Stanley and Beckham to Mc- 
Creary was less easy to accom- 
plish. The Leader stated some 
weeks ago that the crest of Stan- 
ley'l popularity was reached at 
.\lt. Sterling. He has made little 
if any headway since. The work 
of the organization, therefore, 
was to win over the Beckham 
supporters to McCreary. This 
task, begun in highest confidence, 
has now practically collapsed 
and in more than one county the 
trend has become almost a stam- 
pede to the Beckham band wag- 
on. 

One of Lexington's most as- 
tute politicians said last night to 
a party of seven local Democrats, 
that the most disappointed men 
over the result of the Fayette 
county primary would be Gover- 
nor McCreary. 

The same Democrat made the 
statement, which he offered to 
support by a deposit of cash col- 
lateral against successful contra- 
diction, that Beckham would car- 
ry not only all the counties in 
the Seventh district, but seventy 
out of the i-'o counties in the 
State in the primary. And each 
of the seven Democrats in the 
group agreed with him. 

It was noticeable yesterday 
that in talking with local Demo 
erats, all of whom were convinced 
that the campaign for the nomi- 
nation was over, Stanley was not 
seriously considered at all, that 
McCreary's hapes were dimmed 
by the insurance mess and extin- 
gushed by his ill-advised ap- 
pointments to the Racing Com- 
mission, which are now being re- 
garded as planned less by Mc- 
Creary lo help his candidacy, as

General Huerta has authorized 
the Mexican mediation delegates 
to submit his resignation in case 
such a course is found necessary 
to a settlement in the peace ne- 
gotiations. 

This was stated positively in 
dispatches from a thoroughly 
competent diplomatic source in 
Mexico City, to one of the for- 
eign representatives and Con- 
firms intimations given by 
friends of the delegates. 

According to this information 
from Mexico City, Gen. Huerta 
at first authorized the delegates 
to discuss only the question of 
the Tampico conflict leading to 
the American occupation of Veri 
Cruz. 

I.atiir the Mexican dictator, it 
is explained, came to recognize 
the necessity of a broader settle- 
ment and then conveyed to the 
delegates assurances that he was 
prepared to step down, should 
this course be found necessary 
by them. 

The problem causing chief con- 
cern to diplomats in Mexico City 
now is that of the form of ad- 
ministration to be established 
during the interregnum before a 
constitutionally elected President 
could assume office. 

No intimations concerning the j 
name ol a possible successor to | 
Huerta we,re contained in the 
dispatch, this subject being one 
in which it would be necessary 
to consult the opinion of consti- 
tutionalists and other leaders in 
Mexico.

SPIRITUAL HEALING. 

A coterie of British physicians 
and clergymen who have been in- 
quiring into the question of 
spiritual healing, or "faith cure," 
TUS finally decided that there is 
some efficiency in the treatment 
even though it apply only to 
functional disorders. It is sig- 
nificant that the members of this 
learned body confine their reck- 
oning to "functional disorders." 
It would have been more than 
even a charlatan would have car- 
ed to shoulder to say that the 
' faith cure" might affect organic 
disease. It is a tribute to the 
shrewdness of the promoters of 
the spiritual healing tenet that 
they did not make therapeutic 
claims. 

However opinions may differ 
on the question of the soundness 
of the spiritual healing dogma, 
it is indisputable that there is a 
lass of people, and perhaps a 
growing c'ass, that gives cre- 
dence to the teachings of the 
spiritual apostles. The following 
extract from the report of the 
joint committee which investi- 
gated the "faith cure" question 
is illuminating: 

"The members of the commit- 
tee fully recognize that the oper- 
ations of divine power can be 
limited only by the divine will, 
and desire to express their belief 
in the efficacy of prayer. They 
reverently believe, however, that 
divine power is exercised in con- 
formity with and through the op- 
eration of natural laws. With 
advancing knowledge of these 
laws, increasing benefits are be- 
ing obtained for mankind through 
human instrumentality. Especi- 
ally is this case in the healing of 
disorders of the body, and they 
consider that spiritual ministra- 
tion should be recognized equal 
ly with medical ministration, as 
carrying God's blessing to the 
sick. 

"l'aith of spiritual healing can 
be permanently effective only in 
functional disorders, as distin- 
guished from organic disorders, 
and the committee warns aga'nst 
reporting to healers and postpon- 
ing medical treatment. 

Spiritual ministrations may 
contribute U> the HaCCtMl of medi- 
cal treatment, and we desire to 
see more importance attached to 
them, but we strongly deprecate 
the independent treatment of dis- 
ease by irresponsible and unqual- 
ified persons." 

The uppermost thing in the re- 
port of the learned committee is 
the alibi. In fact, all of the spec- 
ious logic presented in sugar 
coated form leads up to this ali- 
bi "The committee warns

SPADING UP FEEDING PLACES 

T 



to Purify Ground and 
Exercise on Part of 
Fowls I n Flock. 



On most farms feed for the flock Is 
scattered about on the ground, and 
the chickena are continually fed with- 
in a small space. The surface of the 
ground soon becomes foul with the 
droppings of the flock. True, sunshine 
acta as a germicide, and If the space 
is at all sloping, the washing of the 
rain helps some, but generally the 
spot is level and often muddy. 

The ground quickly becomes con- 
taminated with the continual tramping 
of the flock, and if there be one sick 
fowl the whole flock may soon become 
Infected. This ia especially true with 
small chicks and young turkeys. 

Tbe spading up of the feeding place 
once or twice a week will bring good 
results* It will tend to purify the 
ground. It will induce exercise on the 
part of the flock, which la always de- 
sirable. Especially la this true when 
the flock la confined in yarda, and 
green feed, so necessary, la difficult 
to obtain. 

If grain la scattered aa one apadea 
up the ground, much will be burled bo 
deep that hens will not acratoh It out 
and it will be thrown up at the next 
spading with green, succulent bladea 
by the flock. 



TO ENFORCE CHILD 

LABOR LAW 

Strict enforcement of the child 

labor law. which will go into ef- 
fect next month, is promised by 

J. \V. Newman, Commissioner of 
Agriculture, Labor and Statis- 
tics, who i* making arrangements 
for putting the act into operation. 
In first, second and third class 
cities children between the ages 
of 14 and 16 in order to secure a 
permit to quit school, must be 
able to read and write and show 
that they have, advanced in arith- 
metic as far as common fractions ; 
they must present to the school 
superintendent a certificate of 
employment signed by their em- 
ployers, who is required, when 
the employment ceases, to notify 
the superintendent. Girls under 
18 and boys under 14 are forbid- 
den street employment of the 
selling and delivery of papers, 
and boys over 14 may work only 
between the hours of 6 a. m. and 
8 p. m. '

HOPPER FEEDING THE SAFEST 



Save* Tim* and Avoid* Upaettlng Di- 
gestion of Fowl*— Math Mixtures 
U**d by Breeder. 

(By B. K. PARKINSON. Farm Manage- 
ment Expert. Copyright. MM.) 

The two principal objects of bopper 
feeding are to aave time and avoid up- 
setting the digestion of fowla from 
careleaa feeding. 

On large commercial plants — In fact, 
on any farm where poultry are kept in 
considerable numbers— time Is money 
and must be saved, so by degrees the 
hopper has come to be used univer- 
sally. The usual materials are fed In 
it, but mixed In bulk and put Into 
hoppers dry In sufficient quantities to 
last several daya. There are aome who 
object to hoppera, fearing they attract 
rats, mice, aparrows, etc.. and that 
fowla eat leaa freely of dry mash and 
consequently do not lay as well The 
first of these objections Is overcome by 
using metal hoppers with lids. These 
may be purchased from any poultry 
supply house. The second objection Is 
true, but the slight loss of eggs is off- 
set by saving in the time spent In feed- 
ing. 

There are, of course, those who have 
made a great success with poultry 
f ding cooked mashes, and In such 
cases it is Inadvisable to change. But 
where feeding is done by a hired man, 
who is apt to be can less in keeping 
feed troughs clean and well scalded or 
allowing the mash to stand until sour, 
upsetting the digestion of entire 
flocks and causing loss in the egg 
yield, the change to the hopper meth- 
od will prove beneficial. 

For those who think of changing 
from the old to the new method per- 
haps a few of the dry mash mixtures 
used by successful poultry breeders 
may prove helpful. A well tried one 
consists of coarse wheat bran, 200 
pounds; cornmeal, 100 pounds; ground 
oats. 100 pounds; gluten meal, 100 
pounds; middlings, 75 pounds; feeding 
flour, 25 pounds; fine beef scraps, 30 
pounds, and fish scraps, 30 pounds. For 
Leghorns the following has been found 
good: Cornmeal, 60 pounds; wheat 
middlings. 60 pounds; wheat bran, 30 
pounds; alfalfa meal, 10 pounds; oil 
meal, 10 pounds; beef scrap, 60 pounds, 
and table salt 10 pounds. The Maine 
experiment station recommends wheat 
bran, 200 pounds; cornmeal, 100 
pounds; middlings, 100 pounds; gluten 
meal, 100 pounds; linseed meal, 100 
pounds; beef scrap, 100 pounds. A 
breeder of Plymouth Rocks has had 
good results from the following: 
Wheat bran, 200 pounds; wheat mid- 
dlings, 100 pounds; cornmeal, 100 
100 pounds; gluten meal, 100 pounds, 
and beef scrap, 100 pounds. Every oth- 
er month 50 pounds of linseed meal 
are 



FEED-TROUGH FOR CHICKENS 



Efficient Receptacle May Be Con- 
structed Out of Piece of Tin- 
Keeps Food Wholesome. 



A simple and efficient feeding 
trough may be made by tacking a 
piece of tin about 3H Inches wide 
along the edge of a half-inch board 
so that the tin projects about an inch 
and a half on either side of the board, 
bending the tin so as to form a shal- 
low trough, and fastening the board 
to blocks which raise It from the 
floor. The trough may be from one 
to three feet long It Is within easy 
reach of the chickens and so narrow

that they can not stand upon the 
■ dgae, Food placed in such feeding 
iroughH can be kept clean until whol- 
ly consumed. 

As one of the difficult problems for 
the amateur poultryman is to devise 
some means for feeding little chickens 
fo that they can consume all of the 
rood without soiling it, this trough 
WW prove a great help. 



First Feed for Ducklings. 
The best first feed for newly 
tiaiilietl ducklings Is made of one part 
sirted cornmeal, one part wheat bran, 
two parts stale (not moldy) bread and 
a little tine grit and finely granulated 
charcoal sprinkled in, the whole mixed 
damp, but not wet, with milk. Water 
sill do for mixing if milk is not avail-

THE LEAF TOBACCO 

SUPPLY 

According to the Census Bu- 
reau report the supply of unman- 
ufactured leaf tobacco in the 
hands of dealers and manufac- 
turers on April 1 last is about 
the same as it was a year ago. 

Of the various Kentucky to- 
baccos the figures indicate the 
unmanufactured Burley supply 
i I smaller. The showing is the 
same with regard to Henderson 
and Green River tobacco. The 
one-sucker and the Hopkinsville- 
Clarksville dark leaf are the only 
varieties of which the supply is 
larger than it was a year ago. j 
The outlook is more encouraging, I 
therefore, to the Burley growers 
than it is to the planters in the 
Black Patch. That, generally, 
-peaking, there is no abnormal 
quantity in 'the hands of dealers 
and manufacturers is encourag- 
ing to all. 

It is not improbable that Ken- 
tucky will grow a bumper crop 
of tobacco this year. Except in 
a few counties in the stemming 
district there has been no effort 
to restrict the output. The pros- 
pects seem favorable for a large 
increase in Burley acreage, and 
this appears to be justified by 
the census figures and by the 
fact that there is little or no un- 
sold Burley tobacco on the farms. 

There is nothing in the figures 
to indicate that consumption is 
not keeping prettty well up with

AS TO IDIOTIC 

TAX SYSTEM 

"Why, asks the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, "should the 
people, as a whole, in their gov- 
ernmental capacity, practice 
business stupidly of which the 
nmst ignorant individual would 
scarcely be guilty?" 

The Post-Dispatch makes the 
inquiry in the course of some dis- 
cussion of Missouri s tax system 
which, it declares, is "a disgrace 
to a civilized community" and 
would be "unworthy of a band of 
honest savages." The inequali- 
ties and injustice of the system 
are thoroughly known artd deep- 
ly felt. "Vet the State shows no 
active disposition to reform 
them." 

» 

What the Post-Dispatch says 
about Missouri's "crazy-quilt tax 
system" is entirely applicable to 
the scheme of assessment and 
taxation under which Kentucky 
has been floundering along for 
many years. Just now the State 
Hoard of Kqualization is giving 
its annual, adifying performance 
at Frankfort. That misnamed 



body makes a specialty of equili- 
zation that does not equalize, but 
simply adds to the burdens of 
the honest taxpayer. It makes 
"a tentative raise" of, say, 8 per 
cent, on the land values of a cer- 
tain county. This gives an op- 
portunity for some three, four or 
half a dozen of the politicians in 
that county to take a free excur- 
sion to Frankfort at the expense 
of the taxpayers. The delegation 
appears before the board and en- 
ters a solemn protest against the 
"ten'ative raise." The board 
looks wise, makes it 5 per cent, 
instead of 8, and the delegation 
goes home to tell the voters 
"what we done" in the interest 
of the downtrodden taxpayers. 

Can Missouri beat that for 
monumental foolishness? Or 
can it point to anything in its en- 
tire tax system that is more un- 
just to the tax-payer who makes 
an effort to list his property con- 
scientiously, completely and at a 
fair cash value?

FEEDING AT COMMON TROUGH 



Simple Plan of Ualng Calf 
la Beat Way to 



To feed the calvea from on© corn- 
moo trough la a serious error. The 
largest and the most greedy calvea 
get more than their share and the 
smaller and weaker are robbed. The 
very simple plan of using calf stanch- 
Ions la the best way of meeting this 
difficulty. Small rigid stanchions large 
enough for the calves can be made 
very easily or bought cheaply, and 
they will many times pay for them- 
aelvea. When stanchlona are uaed 
each calf can be fed separately and 
Just the amount It seems to need. The 
slow or weak one geta all It deserves 
Juat aa well aa do the othera. If a 
calf la 111 and It la dealrable to reduce 
Ita feed It can be done nicely when 
feeding la done In stanchions. Then 
the uae of stanchions overcomes anoth- 
er evil, that of the calves aucklng each 
other as they invariably do when aev- 
eral are fed together and run looae 
Immediately afterward. The habit of 
aucklng la not only Injurloua at the 
time, but aa In a case observed a 
short time ago the 111 effects may show 
up later. In that case the owners had 
ralaed aome One dairy heifers. Two 
of them learned to suckle each other 
when calvea. Later when they had 
become mothers and were In milk they 
suckled each other whenever the op- 
portunity offered. Aa a consequence 
It waa necessary to sell one of them.

Taylor, Jr., on the hilltops, just 
out of Frankfort, back of the 
Louisville pike where they will 
range over the Taylor place and 
the adjoining land of George Ber- 
ry. Others were set free along 
the Owen county border on the 
main Elkhorn, some in Wodford 
County and some near New Hope, 
in Nelson county. In every in- 
stance the owners of the land 
agreed to post it for a number of 
years, and the overseers were ap- 
pointed game wardens without 
pay to protect the birds while 
thcT breed. The Hungarian Part- 
ridge resembles the native varie- 
ty, but weighs about a pound 
when it reaches maturity. Mr. 
Ward received word that some- 
time this month a carload of pike 
perch will reach Frankfort. It 
1- expected about eight millions 
will be contained in the consign- 
ment. They will be distributed 
throughout the length of the Ken- 
tucky river. A hunder thousand 
spawn of the rainbow trout have 
been purchased by Mr. Ward in 
Detroit, and will be placed i n 
temporary quarters at the Louis- 
ville hatchery.

ELDER J. S. SHOUSE DIES. 

Elder John S. Shouse, aged 73 
years, one of the best known and 
most prominent ministers of the 
Christian Church, died at his 
home in Lexington at an early 
hour Thursday morning, follow- 
ing a short illnass. Elder Shouse 
suffered a stroke of paralysis 
Monday, while on the street in 
Lexington, and remained in an 
unconscious condition until his 
death. Mr. Shouse was convert- 
ed under the preaching of Dr, L. 
I.. Pinkerton, one of the early in- 
tellectual giants of the Church 
of the Disc : ples in Kentucky. In 
young manhood, a convert to the 
Christian Church, he commenced 
his long ministery of more than 
to years at Grassy Springs, in 
Woodford county. Later he con- 
ducted a private school at Mid- 
way, and after that began preach- 
ing for the Christian Church in 
Midway, continuing as pastor 
eighteen years, during which time 
he took keen interest in the Fe- 
male Orphan School at that place. 

Mr. Shouse left Midway 'hirty- 
three years ago to take charge of 
the Broadway Christian Church, 
in Lexington, succeeding Elder 
J. W. McGarvey as pastor. Mr. 
Shouse was pastor of the Broad- 
way church for nine years, dur- 
ing which time he was recogniz- 
ed as one of the ablest ministers 
in the State. The year after he 
left the Broadway church he was 
financial agent of the education- 
al interests of the church of Ken- 
tucky, working for Kentucky 
University, the College of the 
Bible. Orphan School at Mid- 
way, and several other institu- 
tions.

OPIUM IN JAVA. 

Now than China is succeeding 
in her attempt to prohibit the 
production and use of opium, and 
Great Britian has agreed to re 
linquish her treaty rights to im 
port opium into China on certain 
conditions, it is time for Holland 
to give up her opium monopoly 
in Java. The yearly profits of 
the Dutch government on opium, 
in that dependency, it is said, 
amounts to seven and a half mil- 
lion do'lars. The government 
buyi the crude opium from Brit- 
ish India and completes the prep 
aration of the drug in its own 
opium manufactory : n Batavia. 
The government maintains a de- 
pot for the sale of opium in prac- 
tically all the towns of Java. 
None but government officials 
are allowed to sell the drug. No 
opium is allowed to be imported, 
and the poppy is not allowed to 
be cultivated in Java. It would 
be easy to cause this monopoly 
to cease. The government would 
only have to shut up its own 
"government opium manufac- 
tory." There have been some 
signs of the reformation in this 
direction.

According to the "Catholic 

News" the forthcoming Catholic 
directory for 1914 will show that 

there arc 16,067,985 Roman Cath- 
olics in the United States, and 
that during 1913 there was an in- 
crease of 913,827, a little over 
per rent. This publication will 
also show that there are 18,568 
priests. There were 339 new 
churches established during the 
year, and the total number of 
churches is put at 14,651. In the 
United States there are 5,403 
parochial schools with 1,429,859 
pupils. In other institutions of 
learning there are sufficient 
students to make a total of 1,6*59, 
391 young people who are rcceiv 
ing Catholic instruction. The 
four states of New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Illinois and Massachu 
setts have each more than a mil- 
lion Catholic citizens, and there 
are twenty-five states which have 
more than 100,000.
